-- T. A routine name check was conducted on Salvatore 
Giancana with negative results. A check was then nade wtth 
the Office of Security to determine whether their records 
reflected that one Salvatore Siancana was ever employed by 
CIA as alleged in the referenced Chicago Tribune article of 
31 December 1973. We were advised that any inquiries con- 
cerning this aatter should be made to Hr. Brecklaridga, 
Deputy Inspactor General, WH/COG touched base with Hr. 
Breckinridge who said that he had received a copy of the 
referenced article. ar ; 


2. We have developed the following information on 
Richard Cain, subject of the referenced 23 December 1973 
Chicago Tribune article. Richard S. Cain was bora in Chteago, 
Illfnois in October 1931. He dropped out of the first year 
of high school in 1937 and enlisted fn the U. S. Aray where 
he served until discharged in 1550. Following his aray service 
he was assocfated with investigative enterprises in Niam? and 
Chicago. In 1956 he entered the Chicago Police Danartaent 
(Vice Squad) where he remained until 1950. Concurrent with 
that euploynent he operated the Accurate Laboratories, a private 


investigative businass. Listad below is a chronology of CIA

attitudes toward the U. S. in certain Central : 
.- ’ Amarican countries and offered his services toa : 
. tha Agency. 


E. April 1962 - Catn wade an unannounced visit 
to Agency representatives Ninston Scott and 
. ’ Warren Dean in Mexico City and inforned thems . : 
of an investigative agency he had in Rextca . 
(with branches in Chicago and Los Angeles) which 
he used to provide police training to Haxican 
Government agents. Cain could provide neo proof : 
of U. S. citizenship. He was told by Hessrs. 
Scott and Dean that the U. S. Anbassador did not : 
approve of Anertcan citizens becoming involved 
in Nexican politics.

; that the FBI in 1957 tnittated an investigation i 
_ on Cain because of alleged Mafia connections. 
For this reason the FS! recoananded that CIA 
terminate its association with Cain. . 


L. 15 April 3972 - Cain returnad to Chicago fron 
Rextico City, then disappeared about 7 ilay 1972 
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saying he was gotng to Latin Ansrica. 
Catn allegedly was involved tn illegal 
international arms deals and on varitous 
occasions stated he w3s working for CIA. 


H. 16 Hay 1972 - An FBI agent in Hexico 
City asked Mexico City Station for traces 
on Cain. According to the F2I an Eastern 
Airlines pilot had identified Cain as ths 
skyjacker who forced him to fly to Honduras 
5 Hay 1972. . . . 

3. There is no indication that a clearance was ever 
granted for the use of Cain by the Agency or that he recetvad 
any compensation from the Agency. We have been unable te 
substantiate Cain's claim that he worked for the Oss during
